Awful Throes of 
Mont Pelee. 


Outbreak Yesterday the 
Worst of All. 


Panic Among the Population 
of Fort de France. 


Destruction of St. Pierre is 
Now Complete—Prentis’s 
Body Recovered. 


{BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE TIMES.) 
EW YORK, May 2%.—({Exciusive 
Dispatch.] The Sun's cable from 
Fort de France says: 

“A little after 5 o'clock this morning 
the heavens were as black as coal, and 
the atmosphere was stifiing. There was 
a@ great cloud in the eky in the direc- 
tion of Mont Pelee, from which inces- 
sant fiashes of lightning were dis- 
charged. Ashes and stones rained 
heavily. 

“The people were wild with fear, an- 
ticipating the fate of the residents of 
St. Pierre. They deserted their houses, 
and with frenzied cries rushed into the 
streets, making their way with alk 
speed to the water front, to get boats 
to take them anywhere into the open 
sea to escape the impending danger. 
Many of them carried their household 
effects in their arms, while others ran 
about wringing their hands and cry- 
ing. There were many vessels in the 
harbor, but they would not send boats 
ashore. 

.“The correspondent of the Sun and 
Mr. Ayme, the American Consul to 
Guadaloupe, boarded the cruiser Cincin- 
nati. The launch from this warship 
was at the dock, waiting to take Amer- 
icans aboard of her. At 6 o'clock ashes 
and stones were still failing. At about 
7 o'clock ashes were falling lightly, and 
the cuolds were not so heavy, the

these conditions the people became 
calmer, and those on the warships 
Buchet, Cincinnati and Indefatigabie 
returned to shore. 

“At 10:30 o'clock the Potomac went to 
St. Pierre to make obseryations. 
Streams of lava were pouring into the 
sea, and along the whole beach could 
be heard the hissing caused by the 
molten matter as it hit the water.

“As told in the dispatches yester- 
day the volcano broke out with 
renewed fury after a party from 
the American naval tug Poto- 
mac had landed to obtain the 
bodies of the Prentis family, which 
were found in the ruins of the consul- 
ate a few days ago. Ensign Miller of 
the American cruiser Cincinnati and 
Lieut. McCormick, commanding the 
Pomotac, were among those landed. 
The latter remarked upon the threat- 
ening appearance of the volcano, and 
between 11:30 and 12 o'clock it began 
to throw off steam, smoke and ashes, 
while lightning played in murky clouds 
above it. The laborers in the party 
rushed down hill, leaving behind the 
body of Prentis, which had been 
placed in a coffin, but the American 
sailors bravely lifted the coffin and 
carried it to the beach. 

DANGER SIGNALS. 

“Meanwhile, the British cruiser Inde- 
fatigable, which had come from Fort 
de France, had run out five miles to 
sea. The Potomac kept biowing her 
whistle as a danger signal to hurry the 
landing party to*the beach. The sit- 
vation was momentarily becoming more 
dangerous, and orders were given to 
leave the coffin on the beach while the 
party hurriedly took to their boats and 
made for the Potomac. 

“The American cruiser Cincinnati 
was in the roadstead, and her com- 
mander ordered the Potomac to crulse 
along the shore and look out for refu- 
gees, which was done. Dense masses 
of black smoke were towering for sev- 
eral miles above the volcano, while 


where. Deep clefts in the mountain 


peak have disappeared, and the entire 
agpect of the country in the highlands 
and lowlands has changed. 

The Potomac took on board a num- 


taine, villages about five miles from 
St. Pierre. They were hungry and 
frightened, and crowded dangerously 
into the smal! boats that were sent to 
take them off.

TERRIBLE ORDEAL. 

“The refugees say the lightning ana 
thunder and showers of ashes and 
stones were the most terrible they 


had faced. They believed that living 
in the villages in the vicinity of the 


streams of lava were pouring into the 
sea, causing steam to rise in great 
volumes until the atmosphere looked 
as though a heavy fog was prevalling. 
CONSUL’S BODY SECURED. 

“The outbreak lasted some time, but 
aradually abated its violence. Then 
the Potemac returned and secured the 
body of Prentis, which was transferred 
to the Cincinnatl!, and brought to Fort 
de France. It is not known yet 
whether the Indefatigable returned to 
St. Pierre to secure the body of the 
British Consvw!. 

“The report of the sailing of the col- 
lier Sterling for St. Vincent was er- 
roneous. She had been ordered to dis- 
charge the provisions aboard of her at 
Fort de France, where they will be 
placed in charge of the officers of the 
French cruiser Suchet. 

INUNDATION OF MUD. 
IBY THE NEW ASSOCIATED 

FORT DE FRANCE, May 20.—A 
severe inundation at Basse Pointe, on 
the northeast coast of this isiand. at 
2 o'clock this morning swept away 
twenty boures and fifty other build- 
ings were camaged by the flowing 
mud. which has swept over the Valle 
de la Kiviere.

DELUGE 
AND GALE. 


Terrific’ Storm on 
the Ohio. 


Breaks Over- Cincinnati 
and Covington. 


Six Deaths and Over Million 
Dollars’ Damages. 


People Drowned in Cellars— 
Texas Tornado Victims— 
Mine Horror. 


(BY WIRE TO THE TIMES } 
C IN NATI, May 20.—Shortly after 
o'clock today this neighborhood 
was etricken by a terrifying wind 
and rainstorm, causing the death of 
six persons, and injuring many others. 
The fury of the storm continued only 
a half-hour, but in that time over a 
million dollars of damage was done in 
the business section of Cincinnati, and 
as much more in other parts of the city 
and euburbs. The dead: 
WILLIE WILLEN, aged 4, drowned 
in Covington. 
MRS. FLACHNER, drowned in Cov- 


ington. 

CLEM DAVIB, teamster, drowned in 
Covington. 

GEORGE BRICKER, teamster, 


drowned in. the streets of Cincinnati. 
FERDINAND RAPP, peddler, 
drowned in a cellar in Cincinnati. 

D. W. BELLEVILLE, a carpenter, 
blown from a roof in Cincinnati. 

Prior to the unprecedented fall of 
rain, the city became as dark as night. 
It was afterward earned that there 
had been a terrific waterspout on the 
Lewisburg hills, in the southern sub- 
urbs of Covington, passing up the Mi- 
ami Valley, and causing damage ae far 
away as Dayton, O. 

While storm damages are reported 
throughout y, the worst point 
seems to have been in Covington. The 
water rolled down the hills in a wave 
twenty feet deep in places, and was 
about 100 yards wide. The frame house 
of Edward Wohrley was carried for a 
distance of over four blocks, and finally 
was dashed to pieces in the Covington 
ball grounds. The house was occupied 
by four families, Heny Willen and wife, 
and four children, William Simpson 
and his wife and children, and Henry 
Qualbrink and family, and Mrs. George 
Fiachner. All had narrow escapes ex- 
cept Mra. Plachner and Willie Willen, 
aged 4 years, who were drowned. Mrs. 
Willen and her other children were al- 
most drowned when rescued. It is be- 
lieved that Mre. Flachner, a sister of 
Mrs. Willen, lost her life in trying to 
save Willie. 

Clem Davis, who was driving a team 
near the flood in the Kentucky sub- 
urb, had his wagon overturned by the 
water and was drowned. 

The buildings of the Queen City Bath. 
ing Club on the river front at Day- 
ton, Ky., opposite Cincinnati were de- 
molished. 

All the towns opposite suffered dam- 
aze from broken windows and houres 
being unroofed, but the greatest dam- 
age on both sides of the river, espe- 
clally-to business houses in Cincinnati 
and also in Irvington and Newport, 
Ky., came from cellars being suddenly 
filled with water, it being impossible 
for the sewers and gutters to carry 
the water off. 

Superintendent Bassler of the United 
States Weather Bureau reported the 
wind as sixty miles an hour, and the 
rainfall, in less than a half hour, 2.35 
inches, the greatest on record here. 

In the Cincinnati morgue are the 
bodies of three victims. George Becker, 
a widower, while driving a beer wagon, 
was struck by a telegraph pole and 
knocked from his wagon. He was pin- 
joned to the ground and drowned on 
one of the public avenues. 

Ferdinand Rapp. a peddier, was 
caught by the water while trying to 
get goods out of a cellar. 

D. W. ©, Belleville, a carpenter, wage 
carried away With the roof of a build- 
ing on which he was working. and 
killed. 

Daniel Grace and Louls Kern were 
seriously hurt. 

The damage in the cellars of some 
of the jobbers runs as high as $25, 
000 and $30,000 each.

BRIEF FORMAL CEREMONY. 
The ceremony itself was brief and 
simple. After formal greetings, Gen. 
Wood read the documentary transfer 
prepared by the War Department, 
pledging the new government to im- 
mediately proclaim the constitution 
and the Platt amendment contained in 
the appendix and to undertake all ob- 
ligations aesumed by the United States 
with respect to Cuba by the treaty of 


Paris. 

Proclamation “B" is issued by Gen. 
Wood, as Military Governor. It re- 
cites in due form that the Cuban Ccn- 
gress convened in Havana May 5, ex- 
amined the credentials and certi- 
fied to election of the Sena- 
tors and resentatives now in the 
Congress, and also found Tomas Es- 
trada Palma, and Cuba Luis Esteves | 
Romero to have been elected, res . 
tively, President and Vice-President 
of the republic; that on May 20 at 
noon the Cuban Constitution will go 
into effect. The document then reads: 

“Thereupon, at that time, the occu- 
pation of Cuba by the United States, 
and the military government of the 
island will cease and determine and 
the government and control of the 
isiand will be transferred to the Presi- 
dent and Congress so elected, to be 
held and exercised by them under the 
Constitution so promulgated. 

“Buch transfer will be upon one un- 
derstanding and condition, that the 
new government does thereby and by 
the acceptance thereof pursuant to the 
provisions of the said appendix to the 
Constitution assume and undertake all 
and severally the obligations assumed 
by the United States and Her Majesty, 
the Queen Regent of Spain, signed at

Constable Eldridge 
started out with the warrant, the in- 
tention being to place Scharech under 
bonds to keep the peace. On the way 
to the Kueny place the officer met 
Kueny on his way to town to give 
himself up for killing Scarsch. 

There were no witnesses to the trag- 
edy other than the principals. It oc- 
curred in a hay field on the Kueny 
place. Kueny’'s attorneys have advised 
him not to speak, but before he was 
placed in the County Jai! the excited 
old man gave out two tales of the 
tragedy. In both of them Scharsch is 
sald to have sprung from hiding to- 
ward Kueny in a threatening manner, 
saying, “Now, I've got you.” 

In one story, Kueny said Scharech 
held a rock, and in the other he said 
his brother-in-law carried a shotgun 
with two barrels cocked. Fearing for 
his life, Kueny says he raised his shot- 
gun and fired. The charge of shot tore 
away Scharsch’'s skull, and he fell dead.

CROP CONDITIONS. 
WBRATHER BUREAU'S REPORT. 
(BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS-A.M) 
WASHINGTON, May 20.—The 
Weather Bureau's weekly summary of 
crop conditions contains the follow- 

ing: 

The drouth conditions prevailing at 
the close of the previous week in the 
South Atiantic and Past Gulf States 
have been largely relieved, except in 
Southern Florida, but the continued 
@ry weather in the Ohio Valley and 
Middle Atlantic States, with low tem- 
peratures during the first half of the 
week over the northern portion of the 
Middie Atlantic States and in New 
England, have proved unfavorable. 
while the Dakotas, Minnesota and 


portions of Iowa have suffered from 
excessive moisture. Frosts, more or 
less destructive, were quite genera! in 
the lake region, upper Ohio Valley 
and in the northern portions of the 
Middle Atlantic States and New Eng- 
land. The temperature conditions in 
the lower Ohio, Mississippi and Mis- 
souri valleys and throughout the East- 
nocky Mountain Slope were 
highly favorabl- but on the North 
Pacific Coast and the Middle Plateau 
districts the week was much too cool. 

Winter wheat has experienced no 
material improvement in the States 
of the Ohio Valley. In Missouri the 
crop continues in exceptionally prom- 
ising condition, although some lodg- 
inxs is reported, and further improve- 
ment in Nebraska and Arkansas and 
more favorable conditions in North- 
ern Kansas are indicated. The crop 
has made vigorous growth in Okla- 
homa, and harvesting with light 
yields in is pro in Texas. 

The Pacific Coast winter wheat has 
made favorable advancement and is 
ripening in the San Joaquin Valley 
Under exceptionally favorable tem- 
perature conditions, germination of 
spring wheat been been rapid, 
and over the southern portion of the 
spring wheat region the early sown 
is making vigorous progress, but con- 
tinued wet weather still delays seed- 
ing in the lowlands in the Red River 
Valley. 

On the whole the fruit outlook is 
less favorable. Peaches are dropping 
very extensively in the East Gulf 
States, but in the Ohio Valley and 
Middle Atlantic States there has been 
further improvement in grass. 


DISMISSED FROM SERVICE. 


CAPT. NEUMANN OF MARINES. 
[BY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—A.M.) 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—Capt. 
Bertram 8S. Neumann, of the Marine 
Corps, has been dismissed from the 
Naval Service as a result of his trial 
by court-martial at Pensacola, Fila. 
Capt. Neumann was tried on four 
charges: Scandalous conduct tending 
to the destruction of good morals; 
disobeying the lawful order of his su- 
perior officers; falsehood and conduct 
to the prejudice of good order and 
military discipline. 

Capt, Neumann's trial grew out of 
irregularities in his accounts as post 
treasure~ at Pensacola Barracks. 
The court found him guilty of all the 
charges, and sentenced him to dis- 
missa] from the service, but recom- 
mended clemency on the part of the 
reviewing authority in view of Capt. 
Neumann's excellent professional rec- 
ord, and because of his mental] condi- 
tion. which the court stated “incapac- 
itated him for a proper apvreciation 
of his responsibilities and obligations.” 

Secretary Moody approved the sen- 
tence of the court and teored the rec- 
ommendation for clemency. The 
President confirmed the secretary's ac- 
tion. 


BLIND CHAPLAIN HURT. 
TOES SMASHED BY HORSE.

WASHINGTON, May 20. — Blind 
Chaplain Milburn of the Senate was 
struck by a runaway hofse attache] 
to a buggy as he was leaving the Cap- 
itol today, just after offering the prayer 
at the opening of the session. The 
large toe of one foot was cut off and 
several of the other toes were badly 
injured. The accident would have been 
far more serious but for Mr. Milburn’s 
daughter, who pulled him from a “po- 
sition immediately in front of the run- 
away horse as it was about to dash 
upon her father. 


GERMANS ON ISTHMUS. 

UNDER AMERICAN PROTECTION.

WASHINGTON. May 20.—Through 
the State Department the Navy De- 
partment has been requested by the 
government of Germany to look after 
the safety and welfare of German sub- 
jects on the Isthmus of Panama. The 
request has been promptly granted, and 
cabled instructions have gone forward 
to Commander McCrea of the Machias 
on the Gulf side, and to Capt. Reisin- 
ger of the Philadelphia on the Pacific 
coast of the Isthmus, to extend the 
same degree of protection to Germans 
as Americans in case they are threat- 
ened to be disturbed by the revolution- 
ary movements in: that part of Colom. 
bia.

REGULAR SESSION. 


IRY THE NEW ASSOCIATED PRESS—P.M.! 

WASHINGTON, May 20.—SEN- 
ATE.—The sBubject of the concentra- 
tion of the inhabitants of the Philip- 
pines into camps was a leadjng topic 
of discussion in the Senate today. 

Mr. Bacon of Georgia attacked the 
policy of concentration, likening it to 
the reconcentrado camps established 
by Gen. Weyler in Cuba. oe 

Mr. Foraker of Ohio defended the 
action of the military authorities in 
establishing the camps in the Philip- 
pines as wise and proper, and as a 
means of protecting friendly Filipinos 
from aségassination at the hands of 
roving bands of insurgents. He read 
a description of the camps to show 
that they were really camps of in- 
Struction and sanitation. 

Mr. Hoar of Massachusetts spoke 
in line with Mr. Bacon, criti- 

ing the concentration camps and 
pointing out the difficulty in getting 
army officers to testify regarding the 
situation. 

The day’s debate was closed by Mr. 
Clapp of Minnesota in an _ eloquent 
speech, in which he urged that the 
Filipinos ought to be taught to admire 
and respect the United States as ua 
nation, whith has always stood for 
liberty and progress, and never had 
broken its word to any people, great 
or small. 


SENATE ROUTINE. 

A resolution offered by Mr. Stewart 
of Nevada, providing that a compila- 
tion of ail treaties, regulations and 
laws relating to Indian affairs be 
made, was laid before the Senate. Mr. 
Hale of Maine had offered an amend- 
ment providing that no expense should 
be attached to the preparation of the 
work. In explanation he said the 
practice of providing clerks of com- 
mittees with “these little jobs" for the 
purpose of eking out their salaries ‘‘al- 
ready adequate’ ought to be stopped. 
Finally the amendment was with- 
drawn, andthe resolution was adopted, 

A’ bill to regulate the introduction 
of eggs of game birds into the United 
States for propagation was passed. 

A resolution oftered by Mr. Spooner 


of Wisconsin was adopted, providing 
that Hon. ©. H. Piatt, Senator from 
| Connecticut, designated’ by the Presi- 
dent pro tem. to petform his duties in 
his absence, should be empowered to 
sign enrolled bills, and that the Presi- 
dent be informed of this action. 

MR. BACON'S WAIL. 

Consideration of the Philippine Gov- 
ernment Bill then was resumed, Mr. 
Bacon of Georgia addressing the Sen- 
ate in opposition to the measure. He 
said that there was in part civil gov- 
ernment now established in the Phil- 
ippines under the war power, which 
was as full in ali its powers as was 
conferred by the pending bill. Under 
the proposed measure greater power 
in the exploitation of the islands could 
be exercised. 

“Why is it,’ he inquired, “that there 
should be such urgency in passi the 
pending bill, when it affords [ ractically 
no advantages over the prevent law, 


except that corporat.ons wouid have 
special advantages i1 ¢xploitation 
the resources of ihe tst'ands?” 

He read «a in the bill to 


show that it contained a broad and 
unlimited grant to the Philippine Com- 
mission to dispose in unlimited fashion 
of the public domain in the Philip- 
pines. He declared that an examination 
of the bill would show that a corpora- 
tion could obtain a million acres of 
land as easily as it could get five thous- 
and acres. 

Mr. Lodge, ex-chairman of the com- 
mittee, interrupted to say that section 
77 of the bill restricted the ownership 
of land by a corporation to 5000 acres. 

“That restriction,’ said Mr. Bacon, 
“is confined to corporations engaged in 
agriculture." 

‘*All other corporations,” replied Mr. 
Lodge, “are limited in their holdings 
to lands necessary to their purpages.” 

Mr. Bacon thought a corporation 
might be organized to control all the 
mineral! lands in the Philippines. In 
grave a matter as the disposition of the 
public lands in the Philippines he 
thought there ought to be the direct 


action of Congress or at least the ap-~ 


proval of Congress, instead of entrust- 
ing the matter to the Philippine Com- 
mission. 

“Is it.” Mr. Bacon asked, “the pur- 
pose of the United States to retain 
the Philippine Islands in colonial de- 
pendency, or to grant them a gov- 
ernment of their own?” 

That, he thought, was the great, cen- 
tre! question around which all other 
questions relating to the islands must 
revolve. 

“If,” said he, “we have the high and 
noble purpose of giving the Filipinos a 
free government—whether partial or 
absolute—then now is the time for 
Congress to act upon the purpose.” 

Mr. Bacon declared that not a day 
passed that the troops of England were 
not required to shed blood in order to 
maintain England's supremacy. “CTuel- 
ties, atrocities and barbarities.” perpe- 
trated in the Philippines, he said, were 
mentioned by him only to point out 
that they were the result of the Phil- 
ippine policy of the government. 

SUBURB OF HELL. 

Mr. Bacon read a letter from an 
atmy officer for whom he vouched, anda 
whom he knew perronally, describing 
in vivid language a reconcentrado 
camp. The letter said this camp was 
located in a soggy place, where rain 
fell continually and outside of which 
every living thing was shot. In that 
camp there were thirty cases of emalli- 
pox and five cases were added each 
day. Clouds of vampire bats circicd 
softly over the place, awaiting the dead 
coming to them every day. The camp 
was net unlike some suburb of. 

Mr. Foraker said that Mr. Bacon 
likened the concentration camps 
in the, Philippines to those *- Cuba 
established under Gen. Weyler. He 
made comparisons of the camps to 
show that such was not the case. The 
establishment of these camps, Mr. 
Foraker said, was not an act of bru- 
tality, as had been c , but an 
act of mercy and kindness and a 
means of protecting the people from 
the roving bands of banditt!. 

Mr. Foraker declared his purpose 
to accept the word of Gens. Bell and 
Wheaton and other United States offi- 
cers concerning these camps rather 
than that of a man whose name was 
not given. The American people, he 
thought, would also accept the word 
of the officers named, who were men 
of high character and standing. 

OFFICERS IMPEACHED. 

Mr. Hoar said everybody knew, and 
it was useless to try to disguise the 
fact. that it was difficult to get the 
army officers to testify as to matters 
which reflected on the adminstration 
of the war. They were brave men, 
but they flinched from making such 
criticisms. They were apt to fear that 
their promotion, for which they were 
constantly striving, would be 


fected. 

“Does the Senator think,” said Mr. 
Foraker, “that it is difficult to get 
an army officer to tell the truth in offi- 
clal reports?" 

“I do not question the veracity of 
these men at all,” replied the Massa- 
chusetts Senator. He did not think it 
fair. he said, that we should accept as 
conclusive the evidence of persons un- 
der investigation. He declared that 
the guerilla warfare in the Philippines 
naturally followed the attempt of the 
United States to impose its authority 
upon the Filipinos. He protested 
against concentration camps and the 
“outrages” which had ~been perpe- 
trated upon Filipinos and the attempt 
to crush Filipino independence, con- 
cluding as follows: 

“Barbarities on the one sije or upon 
the other are the legitimate fruit of 
the tree you planted when you ratified 
the Spanish treaty.” 

Mr. Clapp of Minnesota delivered a 
forceful speech in support of the pend- 
ing measure. 

After some <Cscussion of the mes- 
sage of the House on the Army Ap- 
propriation Bill, the Senate went into 
executive sesaion, and at 5:30 o'clock 
adjourned. | 
HOUSE INSTRUCTS CONFERBES. 

HOUSE—For the third time within 
a week the House has instructed its 
conferees on matters of dispute be- 
tween the Senate and House. Today 
the instructions were given on amend- 
ments to the Army Bill before the con- 
ferees had even considered the mat- 
ters in controversy. The motion to 
instruct was made by Mr. Cannon of 
Illinois, chairman 
tions Committee. It was resisted by 
Mr. Hull, chairman of the Committee 
on Military Affairs, and the somewhat 
spirited debate which followed devel- 
oped antagonism between the commit- 
tees. The amendment which Mr. Can- 
non aimed at was that increasing the 
appropriation for miltary posts from 
$3,000,000 to $4,000,000. 

HOUSE ROUTINE. 

The House agreed to the conference 
report on the Omnibus Claims Bill, 
which passes the measure. 

Mr. Cannon called up the Emergency 
Appropriation Bill and it was passed. 

The Army Appropriation Bill with 
Senate amendments was called up and 
a conference ordered. Previous to the 
announcement of the conferees Mr. 
Cannon offered a resolution that the 
managers on the part of the House 
at the conference, on the disagrecing 
votes of the two Houses, be instructe! 
not to recommend an agreement or 
submit to any modification of the 
amendment that will, under authority 
of the Army Appropriation Bill. per- 
mit the expenditure of any sum for 
the construction of permanent bulild- 
ings at established military posts, ex- 
cept as authorized by the revised stat- 
utes. This decision has direct bear- 
ing upon the appropriation of $4.909.- 
000 for barracks and quarters which 
the Senate amendments provide for. 
Mr. Cannon gaid the amendments were 
subversive of the rules of the House. 
After a lengthy discussion the reso- 
lution of Mr. Cannon was agreed to. 
Mr. Hull, Mr. Capron and Mr. Hay were 
appointed conferees. 

CUBA CONGRATULATED. 

Mr. Hitt of Illinois sent to the clerk's 
desk the following resolution and asked 
for immediate consideration: 

“Resolved. by the House af Repre- 
sentatives, that this house views with 
eatisfaction and expresses congratula- 
tion at the appearance this day of the 
Cuban republic among the nations of 
the world.” 

The reading of the resolution was re- 
ceived with applause from all over the 
chamber, the galleries joining in the 
hand-clapping. 

Mr. Hitt stated that the resolution 
had been suggested by Mr. Sulger of 
New York. but he had no doubt al! 
parties would join in favor of its adop-. 
tion. The resolution was adopted unan.- 
imously.

READFUL DISEASE 
INFECTS LA CANANEA. 


—- 


BLACK CIRCLE FORMS AROUND 
HEART OF VICTIM. 


Doctors Unable to Cope With it and 
Several Deaths are Occurring Daily— 
American Residents Appear the Most 
Susceptible to Attack. 


(‘BY DIRECT WIRE TO THE Timrs.) 

EL PASO (Tex.) May 2.—-[{Exclu- 
sive Dispatch.] A disease, terrible in 
its results, has made its appearance 
at the Greene Consolidated Mining 
Company's camp at La Cananea, So- 
nora. The three physicians located at 
that place are unable to combat with 
the malady, and already it has made 
fearful ravages among the Americ s, 
who number about three thousand. 

The death rate for several weeks has 
been from three to five a day. The 
floating pepulation is rapidly leaving 
the town, #nd among the residents 
great alarm is manifested lest the 
camp will be depopulated. 

._Black heart is the name ascribed 
to the disease by the doctors, it de- 
riving its mame from the fact that 
after the Geath of the victim a black 
circle torms around the heart. 

J. A, Jones, who is extensively in- 
terested in the district around La 
Cananei, arrived in the city yesterday 
from the pestilence-stricken town. In 
speaking about the many deaths that 
nave occurred within the past few 
weeks, Jones stated that the disease 
was alarming the entire section, and 
that strong. healthy men were dying 
by the dozen. 

“As soon as a death occurs,” said 
he, “immediate disposition is made of 
the body, which is placed in a pine 
bex aud buried below the slaughter- 
house at the outskirts of the town. 
The doctors seem to be unable to cope 
with the plague, and large numbers 
are getting ovt of the town as rap- 
idiy as possible. 

“One singular thing is that all the 
deaths are occuring athong the Ameri- 
can population. It runs from three 
to seven days. and in almost every 
ins'ance, In fact, every one that has 
come under my observation, it has 
proved fatal. 

“It affects all alike. Heavy-drinking 
men and men who never touch a @rop 
of liquor are affected in the same 
manner. An autopsy of each victim 
shows the characteristic black‘ring on 
the outside of the body, completely 
encircling the heart. 

“Neither ig 
the laboring class. and several prom- 
inent men have died at the camp. 
Architect Britton, who had been em- 
ployed by the company, and who de- 
signed nearly all of the buildings at 


Cananea, was one of the first to be 


stricken with the disease. He only 
lasted five days. A young storekeeper 
by the name of Schutz contracted it 
afterward, in which case death oc- 
curred in three days.” 

Jones further stated that he esti- 
mated at least twenty American la- 
borers had died without their rela- 
tives or friends even being made aware 
of their sickness.

ATER GRABBERS AT WORK. 


There are water grabbers as well 


as land grabbers. The wide discussion 
of the subject of national irrigation 
of the arid lands has impressed upon 
many people, besides home seekers, 
the value of water in a section where 
irrigation is necessary. In such cases, 
water that may be developed and the 
land upon which it can be brought 
should be inseparable, because, with- 
out the water, the land is compara- 
tively worthless. The man who con- 
trols the water might as well, to all 
intents and purposes, own land, 
also. Recognizing this fact, many 
grasping and greedy individuals have 
been quietly working for some time 
past, in various sections of the arid 
country, to obtain control of valuable 
water supplies, which would give 
them command of the situation, and 
place them in a position to charge 
the owners of thirsty land “ajl the 
traffic will bear.” 

One of the most daring and appar- 
ently indefensible projects of this kind 
has come to the fridnt in the shape of 
an act recently introduced in Con- 
gress, entitled “A Bill Authorizing the 
County of Maricopa, Territory of 
Arizona, to Issue Bonds for the Con- 
struction of Reservoirs and Dams for 
Water Storage and for Other Pur- 
poses.” There are a number of pro- 
visions in this act which are entirely 
objectionable to the people of Maricopa 
county and will undoubtedly cause 
it to be defeated by a heavy vote 
when submitted to the voters of the 
county, as provided in the bill. Still, 
it is well that objections should be 
plainly stated, as there will, without 
doubt, be interested parties to urge 
its adoption. 

The act provides that the property 
to be acquired is to be forever exempt 


‘from taxation. The proposed con- 


tracts provide for the actual sale of 
the storage water, not to the water 
user, but to the carrier—the canal 
companies. This is entirely contrary 
to the strong conviction of all who 
have given thought to this important 
subject that, as we have said. water 
and land in an arid section must be 
inseparable. The law provides that 
the commission which is to control 
the works shall at first be appointed, 
then elected. This is evidently for 
the purpose of giving a few chosen 
fnsiders the control, as long as the 
sack holds out. After that, it would 
be a matter of Indifference to them

There is 
no provision in the act which would 
prevent the issuance of all these bonds 
at once.

To raise this every year would re- 
quire an additional tax of $1.85 on the 
hundred upon property in the district 
taxed, the present tax rate in Mari- 
copa county being £2.88 on the hun- 
dred. This would make a total tax 
in the district, should these bonds be 
issued, of $4.73, or nearly 5 per cent. 
on every dollar of property owned. 
However, that would not be all. It 
is the usual experience, in great pub-

than the estimate. The authorised 
time estimated for the construction 
Of the reservoir is three years. Dur- 
ing that period, there would be no 
source of income. The probability Is 
that the construction of the reservoir 
will require not less than five years, 
and that another bond issue will be 
necessary before completion—if it is 
ever completed by the county—as the 
cost will, it is believed, exceed §$4,- 
000,000.

them. This bill was introduced in 
the Senate by Senators Bard and ”-~- 
kins. A pamphiet which has been 
issued, attacking the measure, inti- 
mates that these two California Sen- 
ators introduced it because they be- 
lieved that if Arizona, unrepresented 
by a vote in either branch of Con- 
gress, can be sidetracked and pre- 
vented from securing her share of 
the fund appropriated for the purpose 
of Federal aid, California's share in 
the fund will be greater. We do not 
believe that California's Senators 
were influenced by any such petty and 
unworthy motive in introducing the 
measure. They probably introduced 
it at the request of some interested 
Arizona people, without fully grasp- 
ing its significance or its probable 
effects. 

The canal corporations of the Salt 
River Valley, having lost their fight 
in the courts of the Territory for the 
ownership of the natural flow, apart 
from the soil, are now making a last 
desperate effort to secure the owner- 
ship of the stored waters before the 
Federal] government shall reserve such 
waters for the use of the home maker. 
As we have said, this iniquitous meas- 
ure will undoubtedly be overwhelm- 
ingly defeated at the polls, but there 
is no reason why Maricopa county 
should be put to the unnecessary ex- 
pense of $10,000, or so, which would 
be the approximate cost of an elec- 
tion.

Packers Make No Defense to 
the Main Issue in the 
First Battle.

“™ HICAGO, May 20.--The temporary 
injunction asked for by the govern- 
ment against the members of the 
so-called packers’ combine is now in 
force. It was iesued this evening by 
Judge Peter 8S. Grosscup, after the close 
of arguments in the United States Cir- 
cult Courtroom. The ordér gives the 
relief prayed for in the bill filed by 
Dist.-Atty. Bethea on May 10. It is so 
wide in its scope that if the packers 
or their agents continue with their 
present alleged uniform arrangements 
they will be taken into court on con- 
tempt proceedings, and the burden of 
proof will be on them to show that 
they have not violated the order in any 
particular. 
Little opposition was raised against 
the government's petition. Attorney 


John 8S. Miller, who was the sole rep- 
resentative of the packers present, 
pointed out some objectionable clauses 


in the draft of an order presented by 
Bethea. These concerned the alleged 


agreements for credit, blacklisting and 
cartage. Judge Grosscup thought some 
of these minor clauses had been made 


too prominent, and he himself drew 


a form of order that pleased bvuth 
sides. At the same time the order was 
entered, numerous affidavits and other 
exhibits were filed for the government, 


Unless the defendants decide to make 
a fight at any early date in an effort 
to have the order set aside, they will 
have until August 4 to make repl7 ts 
the complaint. 

Attorney Miller sald tonight that he 
eannot tell whether a demurrer, & 
plea or an answer will be filed, al- 
though the first-named is most likely 
to be the form of the packers’ defense.

WARM TALK FROM ALASKA. 

There was nothing chilly about the 
talk of Bishop Rowe, concerning his 
work in Alaska, although the subject 
was sometimes very suggestive of 
icicles down your back. The bishop 
is young and full of vigor; has a good 
voice, and is a natural entertainer, 
being gifted with an eloquence of man- 
ner as well as of language. He is a 
man of whom it is common to gay:

“Are you a bishop”

was his reply. 

The women of Los Angeles diocese 
have been persistent in the good work 
of sending boxes of clothing to Alaska, 
and in complimenting them upon this, 
Bishop Rowe told his first good story. 

“I went last year to find a hunt- 
ing camp, occupied by some Indians. 
I wag suddenly startled, and so were 
my dogs, at what we saw rushing 
along on snow shoes. It was a six- 
foot Indian, with an amazing red 

nt over his furs. I don't know 
whether it was sent in a box or not, 
but I do know the other Indians didn't 
like to have him skating around In that 
red garment; they said it scared the 
moose away.” [Laughter.] 

He told of making 600 miles down the 
Yukon in fifteen days, running every 
mite behind four dogs. He also gave 
an interesting explanation of how much 
of the distance was made. The river 
was frozen so solidly to the ground 
along both shores that the ice was 
buiged up in the middie. making «a 
good roadway, with the water running 
on top of the ice on each side.

“and I said to myself, ‘I'm glad 
I'm a woman and 0biessed with a 
tongue.” It took me almost four 
months of the year I have been there 
to get them interested in the work, 
but now they want to work all the 


time. 

“When they finish a piece I buy it 
from them, and the money pleases 
them. I have sold many pleces, and 
we have made $300 worth of lace.” 

Mrs. Miller had about fifty pleces of 
fine lace work, made by these untu- 
tored Indian girls, in dark adobe 
houses, with mud floors, but it was as 
beautiful as if made in the finest white 
woman's home. 

One basket she held up, and said 
that a woman had i. built herself a 
house making baskets like that. It 
was a pretty good basket, but prob- 
ably not much of a house. 

Another basket was made by an old 
woman who had been a desperate 
character. 

“She doesn’t drink or fight any. 

more,”’ said Mrs. Miller, “and this. is 
her first basket. I gave her 35 cents 
for it, and since here I have sold it 
for $1." 
i; Mrs. Miller was sent to Mesa Grande 
y by @ishop Johnson in June of last 
year, and she has lived in great priva- 
tion part of the time. She lives in a 
small so-called house, with cracks 
two-fingers wide in the floor, and it 
was very cold in the winter. 

“The house stands high up from the 
ground,” she said, “and sometimes 
when the wind would sweep down

By the deal the Peerless acquires ¢on- 
tracts that call for the delivery of 
something like 35,000 barrels of a 
month for five to eight years. The rate 
at which the oll is sold is considerably 
above the present market price. 

As the Peerless on its own account 
has contracts that call for the delivery 
of over fifty thousand barrels a month, 
the company will be quite a factor in 
the market, controlling close to 100,000 
barrels of fuel each month, or over 
a million barrels a year.

For Following His Advice Los

In her 
own defense she exhibited a letter 
from Prof. Hilgard, written in re- ' 
sponse to a query from her as to « 
safe means coloring olives. In his | 
response the professor wae careful not. 
to recommend the process which he 
suggested, and did not advise that any 
coloring matter be used. He simply 
told Mrs. Mon ery that if she were 
to place a certajn quantity of copperas 
in a certain quantity of olives, it 
would produce a certain result. That 
was all that she wanted to know, and 
the result produced was what ap 
to be fully ripe olives, properly pickled. : 
It mattered not that such ripening of 
olives was contrary to law, = ion 
Mrs. Montgomery stated yesterday 
that she did not know that she was 
violating any law. She had to pay her 
fine just the same, and to her the in- 
formation which this scientific employé 
of the State gave proved rather costly. 
How many others have been supplied 
—_ with these recipes by Prof. Hil- 
gard no one, save possibly Hil 
himself, knows, but it is Sabon thot 
certain other persons are using the 
same process to color olives, and the 
fruit inspectors of both the city and 
the country are now trying to find out 
who they are. 

WHAT PROF. HILGARD SAYA 

Prof. Hilgard’s statement ie con- 
tained in the following telegram to 
The Times from Berkeley last night: 

Prof. E. W. Hilgard of the Agricul-' 
tural department of the University of 
Callfornia, when told tonight that the 
olive packers of Angeles, who 
have been recently fined for poisoning 
their fruit coloring it with cop- 
peras, are ing that he gave them 
the dangerous recipe, stated that he 
has been and is still unalterably op- 
posed to the practice of coloring olives 
for market, and that no recipe that he 
has ever given out could possibly be 
regarded as poisonous. He said: 

‘““T have received many inquiries at 
different times from olive growers itn 
this State regarding the proper color- 
ing of olives, and I have always in- 
sisted that the »raceice be given up, 
and that the public be educated to the 
point where euch a a will be un- 
necessary. The answer they all return 
to me is that the olives will not sell 
without first being colored. In such 
cases I have then recommended the 
only permissible recipe I know. It is 
the addition of a minute quantity of 
copperas, not more than the size of a 
pea to a gallon of olives. In this pro- 
portion it would have only the 
strength of a mild tonic, which, of 
course, could not be harmful. But 
even then there is danger unless the 
olives are properly cured. This is the 
only possible method of coloring that I 
could recommend, and I am always 
loth to suggest it, because of the dan- 
ger entalied either of putting in too 
much copperas, or in failing originally 
to cure the olives in the right manner,

SANITY QUESTIONED. 

BOSTON LAWYER VERY SICK. 

Jerome H. Fiske, an attorney, for- 
merly of Bo¢ton, was examined before 
a lunacy commission in the Superior 
Court yesterday and discharged. 
Though not mentally unbalanced, Fiske 
is a very sick man physically, and tis 
now in the County Hospital undergoing 
vigorous treatment. 

it is a pitiful thing to see a sachol- 
arly man of parts down on his luck. 

Fiske appears to be a perfect gen- 
tleman, 60 years old, who for the last 
three years has lived much of the time 
at Hotel Johnson on east Fourth street. 
About a week ago he suddenly disap- 
peared for two or three days, and was 
found wandering around in the Stimson 
Block in a dazed condition. To one 
party he stated that-he was very tired 
on that occasion, having just arrived 
from Boston on a fiying-machine in 
four and one-half hours. In other 
ways he was also confused, thinking 
the Stimson Block to be Hotel John- 
son. These mistakes were due doubt- 
less to the delirium of feveg. 

He is a man of slight biild; with a 
finely-ehaped head and long artist fin- 
gers. He says he ts a French scholar. 
He came to Los Angeles from Boston, 

asserts, because of trouble with his 
wife. 

“Yes,” he told the doctors, “my wife 
and I have had trouble—which several 
others beeide myself, I notice, have 
had. Once were worth, perhaps, Im 
money and realty, $60,000, but I gave It 
all to her and got out. I have a little 
property in Cambridge yet. are 
no children.” 

Fiske claims that at one time he 
was attorney for. the city of Lynn, 
Maes., with a population of about forty 
thousand.

“they gave me the honor to deliver 
the oration, and I got $100 for it.” 

His face lit up at the recollection.

HER GOOD NAMB SAVED. 

Matrimonial mix-ups falling into 
Judge York's court are apt to elecit 
sound advice. 

Such is the fate of the case of Liz- 
zie Dutch against James Dutch—a sult 
to annul a marriage between the par- 
ties in San Bernardino county on 
Christmas Day, 1898. It appears that 
the woman had just been divorced from 
one Walter Kilgore in Los Angeles 
county the previous August, and under 
the law in this State she could not 
have married legally within one year, 
of the latter date. It was ignorance 
of the law, says she, that induced_her 
to enter the second marriage when®she 
did. They lived together happily 
enough until Christmas Day, 1901, 
when, it is alleged, Dutch deserted her 
and left her to support herself and a 
baby daughter born the previous May.

presumed to ow the law—and ig- 
norance of the law excuses no one— 
this allegation of ignorance could at 
best only tend to reduce the immoral 
stigma of the second marriage and es- 
tablish the good faith of the parties.” 

The court is inclined to think, from 
the facts in the case, that the second 
marriage, though void, was in good 
faith. The parties, however, should 
have taken out a new license and mar- 
ried again at the end of the year after 
the Kilgore divorce. 

Speaking of the equity side of the 
case, Judge York says: “What would 
be the status of the innocent child of 
the parties if their marriage were ad- 
judged void? If a judgment is here 
pronounced that the marriage of the 
parents was not lawful, she must ever 
run the gauntlet of critical public opin- 
ion and rest under a suspicion of her 
legitimacy—a cloud that will embitter 
her life. Not only this: she will be 
deprived of the protection and prob- 
ably the support of one of her parents, 
upon whom she has a right, by natural 
lawe and Christian customs, to rely. 
This infant daughter. though not a 
nominal party to this case, is more 
vitally interested in it than either 
plaintiff or defendant. 

“Infants are the especial warde of 
courts of equity. A decree should rot 
be granted declaring this marriage 
null tp the prejudice of the infant 
daughter of these parttes, unless the 
right to such decree on the part of the 
plaintif@’ is free from doubt and uniess 


of a divorced 


it is equitable to all parties affected 
that the decree should be made. 

“Suppose the decree should be 
granted and it should appear that a 
valid marriage toek place after August, 
1899. Can a party- enter into a void 
marriage and when tired of the rela- 
tion invoke the ald of a court of 
equity to adjudge it void? If not, then 
the mere fact that the marriage was 
vold is not sufficient to bring the equity 
powers of the court into exercise. If to 
grant the prayer of plaintiff a wrong 
would be ne to her offspring, should 
the conscience of a court of equity be 
stirred in plaintiff's behalf? 

“We hope the parties to this action 
may yet marry for the protection of 
their innocent, defenselegs child.”

Three days later he 
was informed there was an additional 
charge of $141.44, that being the rate 
from Los Angeles to Salton, This he 
refused to pay, because the machin- 
ery was never brought to this city. 
but was left at Salton. 

After thrashing the matter over the 
commission decided that there was no 
evidence that the aggregate amount 
charged Was unreasonable, and it will 
have to stand.

CONSUMERS’ LEAGUE MEETS. 
Women Declare They Will Prosecute 
a Campaign of Education to Improve 


the Condition of the Wage-earner. 


The first reguiar meeting of the Los 
Angeles Consumers’ League was held 
yesterday afternoon in the rooms of 
the Ruskin Art Club, Blanchard build. 
ing. Officers were elected. constitu- 
tion and bylaws adopted and perma- 
nent organigation perfected. The at- 
tendance at the initial meeting was 
large and much interest was mani- 
feasted in the work. 

The movement was defined by speak- 
ers as purely educational; for the ben- 
efit of women and child workers in 
particular and the whole community 
im general. Members are required to 
subscribe to only four principles, which 
recite that public interest demands that 
all workers should receive fair living 
wages; that the responsibility for some 
of the worst evils from which wage- 
suffer rests with the consum- 
ers; that it is the duty of 
to find out under what conditions ar- 
ticles are produced and insist that they 

fair to the workers, and that it fs 
an especial duty af purchasers to 
aid in protecting women and chil- 
dren from starvation wage scales. 

About the first reform to be at- 
tempted is the securing of a weekly 
half-holiday for clerks, and the women 
claim to have the support and eo. 
operation of many merchants tn this 
movement. They wan: it distinctly 
the league is not a 
boycotting institution.
